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Boost for social housing project 


SOCIAL housing in West Dorset could 
be in line for a significant boost after a 
an investments firm showed support for 
developments in the area. 

Bridport resident Roy Mathisen and Vince 
Adams from Dorchester, who set up the Afford 
a Home West Dorset campaign in order to bring 
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genuinely affordable housing to the area, dis¬ 
covered that the private sector, such as firms 
that manage large pension funds, build social 
housing as a form of investment and receive an 
income for their investors. 

They contacted Legal and General, a financial 
services company, to receive advice on how to 
set up a social housing trust, which could fi¬ 
nance local affordable housing with invest¬ 
ments from local people and finance compa¬ 
nies, and they were invited to meet with them. 

Mr Mathisen said: “It turns out they are al¬ 
ready investing in social housing and Legal and 
General are the country’s biggest investors in 
infrastructure. 

“Legal and General’s largest social housing 
deal to date has been a £252million investment 


in council housing with the housing associa¬ 
tion Places for People, and they are interested 
in financing new social housing projects in 
West Dorset. 

“They build them and lease them to a housing 
association. Local people then have access to 
the genuinely affordable homes that we desper¬ 
ately need. If we have somewhere that we can 
build 100 to 200 social housing units, then they 
will certainly give the project serious consider¬ 
ation.” 

A spokesperson for Legal and General said: 
“While there is no specific deal in place for 
Legal and General to finance social housing in 
West Dorset, the UK’s social housing sector as 
a whole is an area that Legal and General has 
been quite active over the last five years as part 
of its commitment to investing its patient [long 
term] capital into housing across the country, 
particularly in under-supplied area/geographies.” 
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Mr Mathisen explained that they wanted to 
make the homes as close to carbon negative as 
possible and as self-sufficient as possible, such 
as using a relatively new Lithuanian technique 
for building the homes with local straw, with 
local clay lining the inside and local lime ren¬ 
der on the outside, creating the roof out of solar

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Councillors hand in petition 
against bus cuts at County Hall 


ANDY Canning, together with other Liberal 
Democrat county councillors, handed in a pe¬ 
tition against bus cuts at County Hall last 
week. 

Signed by 4,500 people, it read: “I/We, the 
undersigned, view with dismay the decision 
by Dorset County Council to cut the number 
of supported bus services from 35 to just 
seven and call for their funding to be rein¬ 
stated.” 

Councillor Canning, who serves Dorchester 
at town, district and county level, said: “I 
have never known a local petition gain so 
many signatures. 

“The public are rightly concerned about 
rural isolation. How will people without a 
private car get their shopping done or visit 
medical or care facilities? I have received 
hundreds of letters from people who are 
dreading these cuts.” 

As plans stand at the moment three-quar¬ 
ters of supported bus routes will simply cease 
on July 22nd. 

“There is now new leadership at County 
Hall after Lib Dem campaigner Jon Andrews 
defeated the previous leader of the county 
council, Robert Gould,” added Cllr Canning. 

“So I am calling on the new leader, Rebecca 
Knox, to have a look at this again before it is 
too late.” 

Cllr Canning is also standing for parliament 
in the forthcoming general election in the 



West Dorset constituency. 

The bus services that will come to an end in 
West Dorset on July 22nd include: 1 and 2 - 
Dorchester town services; 44 - West Bay to 
Bridport; 71 - Lyme Regis town service; 73 - 


Power stock to Bridport; 74 - Sherborne to Yet- 
minster to Yeovil; 210 - Litton Cheney to Brid¬ 
port; 211 - Poundbury to Weymouth; 212 -

council leader 


CLLR Rebecca Knox was 
unanimously elected as the 
new Leader of Dorset County 
Council last Thursday. 

At their first meeting follow¬ 
ing the election on May 5th, 
county councillors voted in 
Cllr Knox as leader. 

Cllr Knox subsequently ap¬ 
pointed Cllr Peter Wharf as 
deputy leader. 

Cllr Knox said: "I know we 
are proud to have been 
elected to represent and 
serve Dorset's communities. 

"We want to make a differ¬ 
ence, with commitment, 
clarity and courage. 

"We are an inclusive coun¬ 
cil, one which listens to and 
understands its communi¬ 
ties, recognising that each 
community within Dorset has 
distinctiveness and varying 
demands. 

"The residents of Dorset 
have change in their own 
lives, both individually and as 
communities, and Dorset 
County Council continues to 
adapt and be flexible to that 
change. 

"Financial constraints face 
us all, but this should not 
deter us from our collective 
aim to listen to residents and 
use evidence to make sure 
we are delivering the ser¬ 
vices that make a positive 
difference to people's lives. 


"But we can't do that by 
ourselves: we will need to 
work even more closely with 
our communities, the volun¬ 
tary sector and partners to 
support our residents to be 
safe, healthy and indepen¬ 
dent, and to make sure that 
Dorset is a great place to live 
and work."

Appeal over collision 
north of Beaminster 

OFFICERS are appealing for witnesses to 
come forward following a serious injury 
collision near Beaminster Tunnel. 

At 8.54am on Thursday, May 18th, a colli¬ 
sion occurred on the A3066 half-a-mile 
from the tunnel toward Mosterton involv¬ 
ing a red Peugeot 106 and a blue single¬ 
decker Volvo bus registered to a company 
from Somerset. 

The driver of the Peugeot - a local 
woman - sustained serious injuries and 
was airlifted to Southmead Hospital Bristol. 
Her condition is described as life-threaten¬ 
ing. 

The bus driver was not physically injured, 
but was treated for shock. There were no 
passengers on the bus at the time. 

The road was closed between Whetley 
Cross and Bridport while officers, param¬ 
edics and firefighters dealt with the inci¬ 
dent. 

Police Sergeant Jon Wren, of the traffic 
unit, said: "I am appealing to anyone who 
witnessed the collision or saw either vehi¬ 
cle immediately before the incident to 
please contact Dorset Police. 

"I would like to thank motorists and resi¬ 
dents for their patience during the road 
closures which are necessary to allow us 
to establish what happened today."

panels - which collect energy from daylight 
and the full moon - a battery that stores the 
electricity made through the day to use during 
the night, and an air to air pump, which pulls 
in heat from the outside and pumps warm air 
into the home. 

Mr Mathisen added: “All of this is existing 
technology and all it takes is for someone to put 
it together, and we are trying to do that. 

“We are very hopeful that the solution will be 
affordable. 

“If we could get that together - we are not 
quite there yet - I have spoken to Legal and 
General about this and they are happy in prin¬ 
ciple but it depends on cost, then we have got a 
housing revolution ahead of us in West Dorset. 

“I think if we all get together, we will make a 
difference, we will set a huge example for the 
rest of Dorset and the rest of the country.” 

The pair are urging local residents to spread 
the word about the campaign to gain the sup¬ 
port of as many people as possible - especially 
young people and those in need of genuinely af¬ 
fordable housing - in order to make this project 
happen. 

Vince Adams said: “If everyone networks this 
campaign, we can make a start, then the con¬ 
versations, expertise and deliberations come 
from that. 

“This is the start, if you want to make it hap¬ 


pen you have got to start spreading the word.” 

Cllr Ros Kayes, who was chairing the ques¬ 
tion and answer sessions, showed her support 
for the campaign, calling what the pair have 
done “absolutely incredible”. 

Cllr Ros Kayes said: “Roy Mathisen came to 
this area knowing nothing what so ever about 
these issues and he has put together this web¬ 
site, written it and done all the research, got off 
his backside and met with people, gone to all¬ 
sorts of housing conferences and met with dif¬ 
ferent developers and looked at different 
models. 

“I actually think they can make something 
happen if we all get on board and back their 
campaign. 

“Roy has done something that nobody in West 
Dorset has done for as long as I have been a dis¬ 
trict councillor, which is to actually find people 
that are prepared to invest the money to build 
these homes, which I think is absolutely in¬ 
credible.” 

Hilary Jordan, West Dorset District Council’s 
corporate manager for community and policy 
development, said: “We welcome investment in 
affordable housing in the district, and officers 
have met with the proposers of this scheme to 
discuss their plans.”

The current government won 37 per cent of 
votes cast last time. In Dorset the Tories have 
just won over two-thirds of council seats with 
around 40 per cent of the votes. In the recent 
Bridport Town Council by-election they won 
with 37 per cent of the votes. 

We urgently need real proportional represen¬ 
tation (PR) to ensure that our governments and 
councils reflect the range of views across the 
political spectrum.

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Bridport aims to be Rights Respecting Town 


PLANS for Bridport to become a 
Rights Respecting Town are mov¬ 
ing on. 

Organisers David Powell, Dave 
Rickard and Kelvin Clayton, who 
have put in a huge amount of time 
and energy into this for a long 
time, were joined by the then- 
deputy mayor, Cllr Anne Rickard 
in Bucky Doo Square - during the 
Charter Fair on May 13th - encour¬ 
aging locals to engage with the 
idea and give their comments and 
suggestions on what the charter 
for a Rights Resecting Town might 
look like. 

The organisers have issued a 
flyer which explains the idea. 

They said: “Many schools are 
Rights Respecting, making key 
human rights sit at the heart of the 
school ethos and values. 

“All children are taught their 
rights and responsible behaviour 
required for all to have their 
rights met. 

“All in the school community un¬ 
derstand how to behave like re¬ 
sponsible citizens, treating all 


others with respect. 

“These values are captured in a 
‘Charter of Rights and Responsibil¬ 
ities’ that all sign up to, and all can 
refer to as they grow. 

“We are keen to explore the pos¬ 
sibility of extending this approach 
across the town community. 

“Much activity in the town is al¬ 
ready well embedded in the values 
that accompany human rights.” 

Cllr Anne Rickard said: “Al¬ 
though this town is generally felt 
to be a very friendly place where 
most people already align with 
these values, after the recent ap¬ 
parent act of disrespect in the 
town it feels more important than 
ever to create a charter which can 
be signed-up to by as many of our 
citizens as possible, right across 
the community.

process that would happen on 
leaving the EU. 

He said: “I totally accept, al¬ 
though I didn’t vote for it, the re¬ 
sults of the referendum; however, 
because we didn’t understand the 
process, I would also clearly sup¬ 
port party policy and have a rati¬ 
fication referendum.” 

Lee Rhodes said he would like to 
see parliament have the final say 
on the deal with the EU and Oliver 
Letwin said that he does not sup¬ 
port a second referendum. 

Kay Taylor, principal of the Min¬ 
erva Learning Trust, asked what 
the candidates intended to do to 
deal with the funding crisis as the 
amount of money going into 
schools has been cut by £7.27 for a 
primary school child and £15 per 
secondary school pupil. 

Oliver Letwin said: “I don’t 
think it is true that Dorset schools 
are giving a substandard educa¬ 
tion. I have spoken to both parents 
and teachers and my impression 
is that West Dorset schools are 
good schools. 

“I don’t think it is true there is a 
crisis in our schools, I do think 
there is a considerable strain.” 

Kelvin Clayton reported that by 
2019/20 some schools in England 
will face a budget cut of between 
six and 11 per cent and Green 
Party policy is to pledge to fill that 
funding gap with at least £7billion. 

Lee Rhodes said: “I am inclined 
to say that the answer is quite sim¬ 
ple - fund it properly. 


“It is not good enough that our 
children should have a second- 
rate education, it is not good 
enough that we should have to get 
all of our parents out, constantly 
trying to raise additional funds to 
top up school funding.” 

Andy Canning said that he has 
seen the funding crisis first hand 
as his wife is a primary school 
teacher. 

He said: “Children’s education is 
suffering and we shouldn’t put up 
with that. 

“We need to find resources, we 
are committed to funding educa¬ 
tion- so no cuts.” 

Local resident Andy Pennington 
asked if the rise in food banks is 
down to inward poverty, delays in 
payment and benefit cuts. 

Kelvin Clayton said: “I volunteer 
at the local job club and we have 
clients referred to us from the job 
centre and they are really strug¬ 
gling with the demands of the cur¬ 
rent benefits system. 

“The wealth in this country 
needs to be redistributed. 

“There should not only be a min¬ 
imum wage but a maximum wage 
as well.” 

Lee Rhodes also said that wealth 
should be redistributed to “every¬ 
day working people” as the use of 
food banks is down to pay. 

Oliver Letwin said: “When peo¬ 
ple are changing from one benefit 
to another they end up without 
any money for a period, which is 
a disaster. 

“It is not a new disaster but it is 
one that desperately needs to be 
cured and one idea is for it to be 
seamless with no such gaps. 


“When Universal Credit rolls out, that re¬ 
moves this problem completely and there won’t 
be people without any benefit whatsoever.”

West Bay hosts ‘electric’ 


HUNDREDS of cyclists assembled 
at Watchet Harbour on the Somer¬ 
set coast to take part in the sev¬ 
enth annual Dorset and Somerset 
Air Ambulance Coast to Coast 
Cycle Challenge on May 14th. 

A total of 580 cyclists turned out 
on the day, with 564 cyclists taking 
part in the gruelling 54-mile ride to 
West Bay, and a further 16 cyclists 
completing the shorter 11-mile 
route, which began at Drimpton 
and also ended at West Bay. 

Crowds were seen gathering at 
various points along the route; 
cheering and clapping as the cy¬ 
clists rode past. 

An electric atmosphere began 
building at West Bay as families, 
friends and colleagues began ar¬ 
riving in support of those taking 
part. 

It took just over two and a half 
hours for the first group of keen 
cyclists to arrive. 

Les Thomas, Kev Watts and Rich¬ 
ard Woodward were the first three 
cyclists to cross the finish line. 

The first female to arrive at West 
Bay was Kate Cadbury, who was 
cycling with her husband Thomas; 
they were joined by their five- 
year-old son Joshua as they ap¬ 
proached the finish line. 

At 79 years old, Brian Pursall 
was once again the oldest partici¬ 
pant of the day, who took part for 
the third time and cycled the full 
54 miles. 

Freya Williams was the first 
child who cycled the 11-mile route, 
closely followed by the youngest 
individual participant, 11-year-old 
Olivia Reid, who took part on the 
bike that she won last year when 


she raised the most sponsorship in 
the under 16 category. 

This year saw a record number 
of teams take part - 65 in total - 
and was also the first year mem¬ 
bers of the Dorset and Somerset 
Air Ambulance crew took part. 

The largest group was Team o’

Mr Bowditch, who currently 
runs the Bridport Disabled 
Carer and Friends Club, has 
worked for numerous chari¬ 
ties over the years and was 
also named West Dorset Com¬ 
munity Champion in 2011 for 
all he has done. 

He has worked with: Wessex 
Young Players for four years; 
Bridport Pantomime Players 
for 26 years; Bridport Operatic 
Society for 16 years; Shipton 
Gorge Parish Council for six 


years; Shipton Gorge Village 
Society for 16 years; Burton 
Bradstock PTA for four years; 
Bridport Millennium Green 
Committee for six years; Brid¬ 
port Sea Cadets Committee for 
more than 18 years and has so 
far been at Bridport Disabled 
Carer and Friends Club for 23 
years. 

Mr Bowditch said: “I am 
elated, but getting a bit fright¬ 
ened - it is a once in a lifetime 
opportunity. 

“It all started when I was 17 
or 18 and I just went from one 
charity to the next. 

“People after a while get to 
know that you will help and I 
could never say no and I just 
carried on and carried on, and 
even now I run the disabled 
club and I can’t give it up. 


“Even though I have been 
doing it for around 55 years, I 
have always enjoyed it - it 
never felt like I was doing a 
task and I have made lots of 
friends. 

“I would like to carry on for 
a few more years and if some¬ 
body came along and said, 
‘Pete, could you go this?’, I 
would find it hard to say no.” 

When Mr Bowditch told his 
grandchildren, Oliver and 
Willow, that he had been in¬ 
vited to a garden party with 
the Queen, they did not be¬ 
lieve him and wrote a letter 
themselves to Buckingham 
Palace. They received a reply 
to thank them for the letter 
and confirmed that their 
grandparents will be attend¬ 
ing the event. 



A BEAUTIFUL day, with Lundy Island teas¬ 
ing us on the horizon, set the tone for the six- 
mile jaw droppingly beautiful walk from 
Woolacombe west to Croyde. 

Leaving the small surfer town, which is still 
in dozy off-season mode in March (wakey, 
wakey Woolacombeites!) a small incline 
leads you into the dunes which perfectly 
frame the magnificent three-mile long pris¬ 
tine golden sands (voted Britain's Best 
Beach in Tripadvisor back in 2015). 

From here the SW coast pather has the op¬ 
tion of a further small climb onto a track 
which gives much better views than if you 
remain plodding through the dunes. We 
opted for the former on the outward trek. 

The National Trust-owned dunes once 
housed an 18-hole coastal golf course until 
1947 when it closed having been used for 
military training during WWII. 

The two paths join at the end of the beach 
and then stretch across the hill top at al¬ 
most 90 degrees to the beach giving a fan¬ 
tastic view, and perspective, of the wide 
expanse of sand. 

We eventually reached the headland at 
'Baggy Point' which has been designated as 
a Site of Special Scientific Interest due to 
geological interest in the upper Devonian 
sandstone that forms the bedrock. 


After stopping to see a 102 year old jaw bone 
from a whale that was washed up on the 
beach back in 1915, we grabbed some lunch in 
Croyde before retracing our steps up until 
the home straight when we 'ticked the box' 
and trudged back through the dunes route 
which was tough going for a couple of 50 
somethings!

BBQ Tip 1. Hot Tip: A good guide to grill temperatures is 
the hand test. Hold your hand around 6" from the grill; if 
you can only keep it there for around 30 seconds, the 
temperature is too hot, 1-2 minutes is high and an ideal 
searing heat. 2-3 minutes means a medium temperature, 
ideal for normal grilling. 3-5 minutes is fairly warm and 
good for keeping food warm. Any longer and the grill is 
not ready. 

BBQ Tip 2. A Long Soak: Marinated food tastes great 
and grills better, as apart from enhanced flavour, it also 
helps protect food against high grill temperatures. Nor¬ 
mally the longer the better, but a simple tip to cut mari¬ 
nating time is to place food in a sealed plastic bag, 
massage in marinade and place in fridge. This cuts mar¬ 
inating time by half. 

BBQ Tip 3. Low & Slow: BBQ is not a race against time, 
so don't grill too quickly or on too high a heat as this 
causes food to burn on the outside whilst being under 
cooked in the middle. The trick is to 'sear on high' and 
then take it 'low and slow'. It helps if the grill-bars are well 
oiled, but don't turn food to often as this reduces heat. 

BBQ Tip 4. Gas or Charcoal? Most first time BBQ'ers buy 
a simple charcoal grill, but gas grills can now cost under 
£50. So just what's the best? Well; gas is simpler to use 
and more easily controllable. Whilst charcoal is more tra¬ 
ditional and adds that essential BBQ taste. A simple guide 
is 'gas for ease' and 'charcoal for taste'. 

BBQ Tip 5. Barbi Parties: Choose a theme, the US, 
South Africa, Australia and South America, especially 
in this Brazilian Olympics year are all good. It also 
helps that they have great wine and beer too! The 
Caribbean and Mexico are also cool. Remember great 
Barbi parties are based on the three 'B's' - Blues (or any 


music you fancy). Booze and BBQ's. 

BBQ Tip 6. Follow Smoky Joe: Enhancing that true 
smoky BBQ taste is best done on charcoal by throwing 
wet wood chips, herb branches on the coals. Try different 
types of wood, apple is good or vine clippings. A similar, 
although not quite as good, a similar effect can be 
achieved on a gas grill with a lava rock bed. 

BBQ Tip 7. Become a real Grill Star: Create some Barbi- 
theatre, by 'fanning-the-flames'. Quickly press down on 
meats or poultry with a long-handled spatula; this re¬ 
leases natural fats, causing a brief 'flare-up'. Please take 
great care when attempting and keep any clothing well 
clear. Do NOT attempt to enhance effect by adding extra 
oil. 

BBQ Tip 8. Over the Rainbow: Introduce some colour 
to your Barbi food, red, green or yellow bell peppers are 
great flame-roasted to enhance flavours. Once skin has 
blackened, place in a plastic bag to cool. The skin will 
then easily peel-off. Green and yellow courgettes, also 
grill well as do chillies, asparagus and aubergine. 

BBQ Tip 9. Get Criss-Crossed: To achieve professional, 
cross-hatch grill-lines, sear meat, fish, poultry or 
fruit/vegetables on a hi-heat, lengthwise to the grill-bars. 
Remove and quickly wipe grill bars with oil and repeat at 
right-angles. Once both sides are seared return to normal 
cooking, turning infrequently. 

BBQ Tip 10. Don't forget Safety First: Position BBQ's on 
level ground, well away from hedges, fences, or over¬ 
hanging shrubbery. When lighting charcoal, only use 
proper BBQ lighter fuel, never, ever use petrol or other 
flammable liquids. If using gas ensure grill lights imme¬ 
diately, if it fails, turn off gas, leave for a few minutes and 
try again.

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Ellis heads Seasiders to Devon cup triumph 


History made as FE trophy heads to Dorset for first time in 104 years 


FOOTBALL EXPRESS 
CUP FINAL 

Lyme Regis Reserves 1

(at Elmore FC) 

A DEC Ellis goal in the 36th minute 
proved decisive as Lyme Regis Re¬ 
serves became the first Dorset team 
to lift the Football Express Cup in it's 
104-year history. 

The Seasiders, recently promoted 
in third spot in Division Six, came 


into the game as slight underdogs 
against a North Tawton side who 
ended their campaign in midtable in 
Division Five. 

But it was clear from the offset that 
there was very little between the 
teams. 

Both struggled to come to terms 
with the open spaces of the wide 
Horsdon Park pitch. 

The first dangerous moment came 
in the eighth minute when a cross 


was whipped in from the right and 
Lyme skipper Mark Batey did well to 
divert the ball over his own crossbar 
at full stretch. 

Ten minutes later the Seasiders 
had their first sighter. A Steve Batey 
long throw-in fell to Julien Simier 
whose shot was tipped onto the 
crossbar by Tawton keeper Jimmy 
Simons who quickly dashed across 
to the other side of his goal to 
bravely block Dec Ellis' follow-up ef¬ 
fort from the rebound. 

Sam Beavis curled over the result¬ 
ing corner and Steve Batey seemed 
destined to score as he rose well, 
but his header went narrowly over 
the bar. 

Lyme did get the ball in the net 
midway through the half but Bevis' 
was adjudged to have fouled Si¬ 
mons. 

There was a nervy moment at the 
other end as Turner rushed from his 
area to intercept a ball over the top 
and clattered into an onrushing 
striker but referee Julie Knight 
waved away appeals for a foul and 
possible red card for the Lyme 
gloveman. 

The winning goal came when 
Simier did well to bustle his way past 
his marker before curling over an in¬ 
swinging cross from the left to Ellis 
whose looping header from six

DORCHESTER suffered their second 
successive defeat at the hands of 
Broadstone at the Rec. 

Having restricted the visitors to 
213-7, the county town got off to a dis¬ 
astrous start in reply, recovered and 
then collapsed again. 

Five of the top six Broadstone bats¬ 
men made good runs after being put 
in to bat by the hosts with Jonathan 
Colgate (41) and Danny Hammett (70) 
adding 92 for the fifth wicket.
